The younger man was a sickly coun- 
try lad of keen sensibility and nervous 
temperament, 
whoV iinding 
'himself 
homeless and friendless in a great city, 
had yielded to tem; tation, and had 
fallen into the habit ot drinking and 
gambling. 
The publisher, as he list- 
ened to the message, noted the lines 
which dissipation had already left on 
the boy's face. 
He was a man who 
made it his work in the world to help 
others. 
No man touched his hand in 
passing who did not gain from him new 
courage and hoi>e in life. 


He answered the message which the 
reporter brought, and then, holding 
out his hand cordially, said, "Let me 
wish you a merry Christmas, my lad." 
He took from a shelf a book, contain- 
ing sketches of the lives of the greatest 
English, French and (lerman authors, 
with extracts from their works. 


Here," said he, "are some friends 
for the new year. 
"When you spend an 
hour with them, you will have noble 
company." 


The surprise of the gift and the un- 
expected kindness from the man whom 
he regarded with awe had a powerful 
effect upon the lad. He spent all of his 
leisure poring over the book.

Typhoid Fever. 


The following aphorisms concerning 
the typical iiltli disease are collected 
from a circular issued by the Illinois 
State Board of Health : 


1. For sanitary purposes, 
tj'phoid 
fever is a contagious disease. 
Its spe- 
ciii(,' poison will 2>roduce the same dis- 
ease if introduced into the system of a 
susceptible healthy individual. 


2. Like small-pox, scarlet fever, and 
many other contagious diseases, one 
attack of typhoid fever, as a rule, pro- 
tects from subsequent attacks. 


The specific poison of typhoid 
fever is contained in the diarrheal 
discharges lai d, possibly, in other ex- 
cretions and the exalations) of the pa- 
tient. 
If 
these obtain access to a 
water supply, or to articles of food or 
drink, an outbreak of typhoid will 
follow among those partaking of such 
water or food. 
Kepeated instances of 
this kind have been traced to the use 
of water from an infected well and to 
infected milk.

discharges, coming into 
contact with putrid animal matter, as 
by being thrown into water-closets 
and privies, are capable of saturating 
such matter with 
typhoid-fever 


poison in its most concentrated and 
virulent form. 


(!. Typhoid fever may, therefore, be 
proj)agated by either of the foil »wing 
ways : ( a) By poisoning the water sup- 
ply through direct access of the dis- 
charges, 
or 
by 
their 
percolation 
through the soil, (b) By the aerial dis- 
seminati, m of the poison in dried par- 
ticles of discharges or other excretions, 
(c) By exlialations from sewers, water- 
closets, privies, or «jther receptacles of 
these discharges. 
By modes lai and 
(b), articles of diet, both liquid and 
solid, may - be contaminated, and thus 
give rise tf) outbreaks of the disease. 


7. From the foregoing the deduction 
is obvious that the important sanitary 
indication, during the existence of a 
case of typhoid fever, is to subject the 
intestinal discharges and other excre- 
tions of the patient to such process of 
di-iinfection as will d» stroy the specific 
poison 
contained, 
and 
to do this 
promptly and efliciently.

His Bapid Bise from a Poor Work- 


ingman to the Attainment of Im- 
mense "Weath in California. 


The late James Clair Flood was bom 
in New York City on October 25, 1826. 
His ixirents were Irish of the poorer 
class, the family depending for a liveli- 
hood upon the daily labor of the father. 
After i-cceiving a common school educa- 
tion young Flood learaed the trade of 
caniage builder. 
In 1849, attracted by 
the gloAsing accounts of the California 
gold mines, ho left his hoQie ^at Hamil- 
ton, N. Y., and embarked on the ship 
Elizabeth Ellen for a tiip around the 
Honi. 
On amviug in San Fi-aucisco 
he obfciinod work as a carpenter, for 
which in those flush times he was paid 
$16 a day. 
After al>out one year of this 
kind or work he found that the cost of 
living was so groat in the city that he 
had not bwn able to lay by much of 
anything for a r.iiny daj-. 
So he iJack- 
ed up his traps, went to the Yuba dig- 
gins, and b(»giiu his career as a miner. 
Soon he had ^ , 0 0 0 to his credit in the 
bank at 'Frisco, and, as he afterward 
sjiid, considered himself a rich man. 
With this sum ho returned to New York 
and took his father and mother to Illi- 
nois, where he Inuight a farm and settled 
down. 
His capital inwed too small to 
make fiirming a success, and he deter- 
mioed to return to California. 


When he arrived in San Fnincisco 
for the Kticond time, says the NeA\- York 
Tinm, 
he opened a restaui-.iiit, but 
failed in business, OAving his creditors 
.®4,00(). Looking a1x)ut for another open- 
ing he met W. S. O'Brien, a ship- 
chiindlcr, and like himself i)f Irish ex- 
ti-.iction :uid a Now Yorker liy birth. In 
1856 the^- foi-med ii partn«M-shii> and 
opened a saloon on Washington street, 
near the market. 
They made friends 
and soon <'stablished a la<t-iitive busi- 
ness. 
O'Brien was the morti dressy 
memb«n- of the firm. Flood attending 
veiy closely to the work bcliind tlie l»ar. 
He Avas ki!<»wu as the l)est i-ocktiiil mixer 
on the coast. 
Their saloon lM>canje a 
favorite resort for miners, business men, 
gamblers, and sports of all shades, and 
while a smanie of cards Avas going on at 
one table, iniixirtant 
bargiiins 
vere 
being transii<^t<'d at another. 
Penniless 
minors who had spent every cent that 
they had in pros])ecting and had finally 
siKH-eeded in striking a vciii of gold and 
had In'ought specimens of ore with them, 
fcmnd ready friends here. The two part- 
ners were always willing to help out 
these miners, to advance them ni(nu'y, 
l)uy off their claims, find them custom- 
ers, or enter into jiartnership with the 
fortunate finders who Avere not vrilling 
to i)art Avith their (claims. 
The partners 
began speculating in stocks, and IxMiig 
mculenitely successful, they oj)en<>(I a 
bi-uker.ige ottico •)n Montgomery strei't, I 
at the same time (continuing their litpior | 
Imsiness. 
In 1862 they made largì; j 
])rolits from fortunate inA-estnients in I 
Kentuck, Crown Point, Belcher, and ! 
other mines on tlui Conistock loth'. 


Just about this time, up at Virginia; 
City, Janu'S G. l'air, a sturdy, liaitl- i 
Avorking Irish niiner, avIio was Superin- i 
tondeiit of the Halo and Norcross and 
Oj)hir [Mines, enieii'd into ]>ai tiicishij) 
Avith John W. ]\I:u-kay, also a niini-r of 
Irish birth, for tlu* pm]>ose (tf ntanipn- ! 
lilting mining" stocks. 
Serin.i; tlie lu'cil 
of associates in San Francisco, thcA' dc- 
cideil to i)oi»l tlii'ir issues with those of 
Flood iV O'Jirien. 
This was the lu-uiu- 
nin.u' of tin- famous j?o!ian/.a tiim, Avliidi 
added niillioiis to the world's wcait'i, 
ruined thousands of nu*ii and AVoinrD, 
and marked a neAV i-ra of life on tli«' 
Pacific slo])e. 
( hit of their lirst d. ai, 
\\hi<'h Avas in Hale and Xor<-ross, tliey 
cleared not less than half a niiliiou. 
Then they determined to secure control 
of the entire Comstock lode, in Avhosc 
richness Fair and Mackay, from ])rav- 
tical oljservation, had unbounded conli- 
dence. 
They (piietly bought up miners' 
claijns, many of Avliich Avere ))o]>ularly 
supposed to luiAC been exhausted, ])ay- 
ing for the Avhole h)t not h'ss tiian 
870,000, 
These «daiins covered the sec- 
ti<ni of the gi-eat silver lode Avhere the 
famous "1>ig Bonanza" lay. 
Tlu' firm 
condnned all these small pioperties into 
tAvo—till' Consolidated Virginia and Cai-« 
iforniii—dividi'd 
them 
into 
108.(MK) 
shares each, and placed them on the 
marki't at about .Sol) each. 


Then came the inicovering of the 
maiTelous treasure hitherto concealed in 
the Comstock. 
The peoj>le t)f Califor- 
nia Avent crazy, as it Avere, and every- 
body, from milli<niaircs to serAant twirls, 
entered re<'kles.sly into the excit<'nient 
of mining siK'cu'iation. 
The Ixmanza 
people unloaded their stocks at from 
1*800 to S"800 a share, and eacJi mendwr 
of the finn is believed tf) have netted 
820,000,000. Consolidated Virginia paid 
8:34,000,000 in dividends, and share- 
holders in California received .S10,0(M),- 
000 in the same Avay, Alxmt 8112.0(K>, 
000 of silver Avas actually produced 
from the mint's. 


Naturally a crash folloAved. 
The i)ro- 
duction fell off; it became th(> general 
belief tlnit the lode Avas exhausted, and ; 
the stocks fell, luttil noAv they can be 
l>ought for ^8 a share. 
The victims of j 
this gigantic deal cui*sed the men Avho j 
had managed it, but they Avere undis- i 
tixrix'd and secure in the possession of 
fortunes so vast that Iioav to dispose of 
their immense income became a seritms 
prol)lem. 
Actuated, it is underst<K>d, 
by animositA- to the Bank of California, 
of Avhich W^' C. Rilston Avas the mast<'r 
spirit, thev opened the Nevada Bank 
AAitha capital of $5,000,000, aftt>rAvard 
increased to ^^10,000,000, and on tho 
death of W. S. O'Brien, in 1878, redutr- 
ed to $3,000,000. 
Tlie stoiy of the fail- 
ure of the Bank of Califoniia and the 
tragi»! death of Kalston need not be re- 
told. 
It may be mentioned, however, 
that Fl(X)d Av'as never able to carrj' out 
the boast he is said to have made to ex- 
Senator Sharon, when taunted on his 
former occupation, that he Avould some 
day sell wliisky over the counter of the 
Bank of Califomia. 


Mr. Flood was the first President of 
the Nevada Bank, and dem oted mo^t of 
his time for a number of years to its ac- 
tive management. 
Tlie "bank enjoyed 
the almost unlimited confidence of the 
business community imtil in Septeml>er 
and October, 1887, the rohitions of the 
bank with the great syndicate then oper- 
ating in the Califomia wheat market 
were such tliat it became involved to the 
extent of over $30,000,000 in the crash 
which followed. 
Prior to this time Sen- 
ator James G. Fair had severed all his 
connections with the bank and the bon- 
anza firm, but when the bank was in 
trouble he went to the rescue with his 
millions of ready money, and became 
the President of the bank, whi(^ posi- 
tion he has occupied since. 


The iron constitution of lUr. Flood 
had begun to f ^ some months before 
this narrow escape of tt^ bank finm dis- 
aster, tmd hi« f r i M * a t f i ^

Sie^ring of last year, accompanied by 
his devoted wife and his daughter. Miss 
Jennie, he went to Carlsbad.

Flood, was apiK>inted a director, and 
also iticeiA-ed a general powfr of attorney 
for his father, who feared that he would 
never return alive. 


Personally Mr. Flood was of stout 
build, ruddy complexion, with a bullet 
head set on a thick, powerful neck. His 
manner with friends was cordial, but 
those liaAing business relations Aidth" 
him were in the habit of calling him 
"cold-blooded." 
He perfonned many 
acts of charity, of which the most nota- 
ble was the sending of $25^000 to the 
suffering people of Iieland. 


With all his inmiense fortune Mr. 
Flood's head Avas not tiu-ned, and for 
many y e a r s after Ix'coming a millionaire 
he continued to live in a modest way in 
a plain house in Eddy sh-eet, San Fran- 
cisco. 
But A\hen his felloAv-millionaires 
began buildiiig i)alatial residences he 
folloAA'ed their example, and pm-chased 
a tract of land in the tovsTi of San Mateo, 
Avhere the wealth of San Francisco was 
congregating. 
Here he built one of the 
most magnificent residences t h a t can be 
found on t h e Pacific coa.st. 
The build- 
ing is pure Avhite, with a fine veranda, 
capped by a blue roof, situated in the 
midst of a large, beautifully-kept gar- 
den, Avitii fountains, rare i)lants, and 
fine driveAvay.s. 
His house in San Fran- 
cisco, on the Summit of Nob Hill, is the 
only one built of Connecticut l>rown- 
st<me in that citA'. 
It is 100 by 90 feet 
in dimensions, Roman chussic in archi- 
tecture, 
Avithout 
any pretentions 
tc 
beauty. 
Tliis building, Avith the decor- 
ations, cost him nearly $1,500,000. 
He 
left a Avife, an unassuming, good-heart- 
ed Avonian, one son, James L., and a 
daughter, Cora Jane,

great Avealth.

Trusts and Combines are not New. 


In 483, A. D., the Emi>eror Zeno is- 
sued the folloAving edict to the Praetori- 
an Prefects of Constantinople (Code iv., 
59): 


"We command that no one may pre- 
sume to exercise a monopoly of any kind 
of clothing or of fish, or of any other 
thing serving for focxl, or for any other 
use, Avhatever 
its 
laiture 
may be, 
either of his oAvn authority, or under a 
rescript of an Emi>erorah'eady procured, 
or that Jnay hereafter ]>e procured, or 
under an imperial decree, or under a re- 
scrips signed by Our Majesty; nor may 
an3- persons combine or agree in lujlaw- 
ful meetings that different kinds of mer- 
chandise may not be sold at a less price 
than they msiy liaAe agreed upon among 
th(>ms(dves. 
Workmen and contiiu-tors 
for buildings, and all Avho practice other 
])rof»M<sions, and contnictoi-s for baths are 
entirely i)rohibit<'d fr(nn agi-eeing togeth- 
er that no one may complete' aAvork con- 
tracteil for by another, or that a person 
may 2>rev(>)it one Avho has contmcted for 
a Avork from tinishing it; full liberty is 
«iiAeu to any one to tinish a AAork begun 
and abandoned by an()ther Avithout a}>- 
prehension of loss, and to denoiuice all 
:icts of this kind Avithout fear and Avith- 
out i-osts. And if any one shall presume 
to })):ii ii,-e a niono]>oly, let his jn'operty 
be forfeited and himself condemned to 
perpetual exile. 
And in regard ti» the 
i>i'incij)als of other j)rofessi()ns, if they 
sliall venture in the future t(» tix a ]n-ice 
n])on their mei'chandisc, and to bind 
th<'ni.M'h (>s by ap'ei'Jnents not to sell at 
a lower pi'ic<'. let them be condemned to 
])ay forty ]>ounds of gold. 
Your court 
shall he condcmcd to pay iil'ty i>ounds 
ol' 
If 
it 
shall 
htippen 


throMuii 
avarice, nei;ligeuce, or any 
otlier misconduct, the proA isions of tliis 
salutary constitution for the prohibititni 
of mono])olies and agreements among 
the dilierent 1>> »dies of merchants shall 
not be caiiied into «'ffect." 


Crimes Peculiar to Certain Localities. 


Among tho facts of curious interest 
ai't' those denoting the pi-evalence of 
]>articular offences in special hx-^dities. 
Thus it is sh<»Avn that the largest nnm- 
lier of forgers is in prison in Pennsylva- 
nia; of cotniterfeiters, in Ncav York; of 
mail robbers, in Texas; of illiwt distil- 
lers, in North Carolina and Tenne.ssee; 
of saloon keejx'rs, in Maine and Massa- 
chusetts; of (b'unkards, in Ncav York, 
Mas.s;ichnsetts 
and Pennsylvania; of 
disoi'derly ju-rsons, in Ncav York; of 
vajirants, in Pennsylvania; of nmrder- 
ers, in Texas and California. 
Taking 
the entire ]n'ison population together, 
the offence of most fre(iuent (H'cuiTcnce 
is larceny; next on tlu' list is burglary. 
Assaults'and affrays of all sorts ar«> third. 
Then folloAv drunkenness and disorder, 
nmrder and manslaughter, in the nu- 
meritial order indi(;ated. 
The amount 
of punishment inllicted for certain of- 
fenct;s is suii>risingly small: there Avere 
but eleven persons in jn-ison for ill«>gal 
voting, and only twelve for smuggling. 
The nnde criminals outnund)er the f(i- 
male nearly tAvelve to one. 
Most of the 
offences connnitted by Avomen are not of 
a serious character. 
More than tAvo- 
thirds of tJiose in prison, it is stutt'd, 
are merely degi-aded and vicious rather 
than criminal. 
The ratio of foreign- 
born prisoners to the foreign-boni popu- 
latio» is very nearly dtmVde that of 
mitiAe ]n-isoners to the natiAe j)opula- 
tion. 
Foreign disregar;! for hiAVS shows 
itself far more in innnorality and dis- 
f»rder than it does in »lisiu)nesty or 
Aiolence. The percentage of the colored 
]K)pulation in prison is two and a half 
times as great as that of tlie whites.— 
iieic Yoi'k 
Ohserrtr. 


White Men Nauseate Cannibals. 


Recently a remarkably 
interesting 
letiture Avas delivered by Dr. Carl Lum- 
holz, of Christiania, Norway, before the 
Geographical Sotdety at Chi'ckering hall, 
New York. 
Dr. Lundiolz is a young 
NorA\-eginn scientist Avho, a few years 
since, conceived the idea of penetniting 
the wildest parts of Austi-alia in search 
of flora and fauna of tho countiy. 
He 
has but now returned from his explora- 
tions, having passed tAvo years and more 
among tho least civilized tribes of men 
now existing, and among nations never 
before visited by white men. 


Dr. Lumholz related his experiences 
with the cannibaListic tribes of the in- 
terior. 
He told of their treachery to 
each other as tribes, how they have ter- 
ritories over whose borders they can 
only step at the risk of being hunted 
nd killed, and that when thus killed 
ey are often eaten. 
While Dr. Lum- 
iiolz was among them they made some- 
thing of a secret of their fondnees for 
human flesh. He was glad nevertheless 
to learn that they did not look upon 
white men as very available food, as it 
was repcKtted to make them nauseated. 
During his stay of a year or more amiong 
these p i ^ l e he heard of only two capes 
of oannibalis»!.

T h e 
Nizhmi-Nougorod 
is an 
iron 
steamship of about three thousand eight 
hundred tons burden, and is sjjeeially 
fitted 
as a convict transport. 
With a 
full complement of convicts the vessel 
carries 652. 
The officers and crew num- 
ber eighty, exclusive of a marine con- 
voy escort of sixty-two men 
specially 
chosen for this duty. 
T h e iron-barred 
compartments or 
cages in which the 
convicts are confined run parallel, 
fore 
and aft, on either side the upper and 
lower 'tween decks. 
The iron bars, an' 
inch thick, of these cages and the wood- 
work in wliich they are set, is heavily 
and solidly constnicted. 
The cagcs are 
of unequal capacity 
and 
length, but 
have a uniform height of seven and a 
half feet. 
The more desperate charac- 
ters are manacled and chained to iron 
staples in their berths, from which they 
are 
released 
when 
necessary. 
The 
greater number, although retaining the 
Avaist and ankle shackles, of light con- 
struction, have the freedom of travers- 
ing the length 
of the 
compartment, 
which may 
vary 
from tAventy-five to 
forty feet. 
Between the outer bars and 
the tAvo i)lain plank shelves or bunks 
running from end to end of the com- 
jiartments Avhich afford sleeping room 
for the occu})ants, there is a free space 
of about four and a half or fiA e feet. 


Excej)t during the distribution of ra- 
tions no culinary A essels are left Avith 
the convicts. 
Even the drinking A\-ater 
is obtained only through an india nib- 
ber mouth-piece 
fixed 
in an inclosed 
Aviiter-tank 
and 
through 
Avhich 
the 
drinker sucks his draught. Immediately 
outside the cages, and attached to the 
underpart of the deck oA crhead, iá a 
steam jnpe connected Avith the ship's 
boilers. 
Into these pipe are fitted screw 
nozzles at intern áis of tAVfelve feet. 
The 
object of the steam pipe is to suppress 
any dajigerons outbreak among the in- 
mates of the cage. 
By means of a short 
hose, s})eeially made to resist the steam 
heat, quickly attached to one of the 
steampipe nozzles, the turbulent 
con- 
victs are readily quieted or parboiled. 
Strong Avater jets have been found next 
to useless in allaying those occasional 
tumults. 


After the ship has passed the canal, 
but not before, batches of convicts are 
in turn brought I'.pon deck for a shower 
batii and short exercise. 
A strongly 
constructed iron railing, eight feet high,' 
crosses the vessel amidships, in order 
that the convict, during his bath and 
while unmanacled, cannot by any sud- 
den rusli evade the guard and reach the 
quarter-deck.

The Bev. T. De Witt Talmage,preached 
the morning sermon in the Brooklyn 
Tabernacle last Sunday. 
His subject 
was, "Wrong Uses of Money," and his 
toxt, I Timothy vi. 9: "They that will 
be rich fall into temptation and a snare, 
and into many foolish and hnrtfnl lasts, 
which drown men in destrnction 
and 
perdition." 


That, said the learned divine, is the 
Niagara Falls over which rush a multi- 
tude of souls, namely the determination 
to have money anyhow, right or wrong. 
Tell me how a man gets his money and 
what he does with it, and I will tell yon 
his character, and what Avill be his des- 
tiny in this world and the next. 
I pro- 
pose to speak this morning about some 
of the ruinous modes of getting money. 


We recently pasoed through a national 
election in which it has been estimated 
that thirty 
million dollars were 
ex- 
pended. 
I think about tAventy million 
of it were spent in out and out bribery. 
Both parties raised all they could for 
this purpose. 
But that Avas only on a 
lar^e scale what has been done on a 
smaller scale for fifty years and in all 
departments. 


Politics from being the science of good 
government has often been bedraggled 
into the synonym for truculency and 
turpitude.- 
A monster sin, plausible, 
potent, pestiferous, has gone forth to do 
its dreadful work iu all ages. 
Its two 
hands are rotten with leprosy. 
It keeps 
its right hand hidden in a deep pocket. 
The left hand is clenched, 
and with its 
ichorous knuckle it taps at the door of 
the court-room, the legislative hall, the 
Congress and the Parliament. 
The door 
swings open njid the monster 
entei-s, 
and glides tbiough the .-iisle of the 
council chamber as softl}* as a 8lipi)ered 
page, and then it takes its right 
hand 
trom its deep pocket and offers it iu 
salutation to judge or.legifilator. If that 
hand be taken, and the palm of the in- 
truder 
cross the palm of the official, 
the leprosy crosses from palm to i)alni 
in a round blotch, round as a gold eagle,* 
and the virus spreads, and the doom is 
fixed, 
and the victim perishes. 
Let 
bribery, accursed of God and man, stand 
up for trial. 


The Bible arraigns it again and again. 
Samuel says of his two sous who became 
judges, "They took bribes and preverted 
judgment." 
David says of some of his 
pursuers, "Their right hand is full of 
bribes." Amos says of some men in his 
day. 
"They take a bribe and turn aside 
thè poor in the gate." 
Eliphaz fortells 
the crushing blows of God's indignation, 
declaring, "Fire shall consume the tab- 
ernacles of bribery." 


It is no light temptation. 
The might- 
iest have fallen under it. 
Sir Francis 
Bacon, Lord 
Chancellor of England, 
founder of our modern philosophy,- au- 
thor of "ijovuni Organuiu," and a whole 
library ofMjooks, the lending thinker of 
his centurj', so precocious that when a 
little child 
he was asked by Queen 
Elizabeth, "How old are you?" he re- 
sponded, "I am two years younger than 
your majesty's happy reign;" of whoso 
oratory Ben Johnson wrote, "The fear 
of every man that heurd him was lest 
he should make 
au end;" haviuK an 
income which you would suppose would 
put him beyond the temptation of brib- 
ery—thirty-six thousand dollars a year, 
and Twickenham 
Court 
a t;ift, and 
princely estates in Hertfordshire and 
Gorhambury—yet under this temptation 
to bribery falling ilat into ruin, and on 
his confession of taking bribes, giving 
as excuse that all his predecessors took 
them he was fined two hundred thousand 
dollai-s, or what corresponds with our 
two hundred thousand dollars, and im- 
prisoned in Loudon Tower. 
So 
also 
Lord Chancellor Macclesfield fell; so 
also Lord Chancellor Waterbury per- 
ished. 
The black chapter in English, 
Irish, French, and American politics is 
the chapter of 
briber}-. 
Some of you 
remember the Pacific 
Mail subsidies. 
Most of you remember theftwful tragedy 
of the 
Credit 
Mobilier. 
Under 
the 
temptation to bridery Benedict Arnold 
sold the fort in the Highlands for 
575. 
For this sin Gorgey betrayed Hun- 
gary, Ahithophel forsook David 
and 
Judas kissed Christ. 
When 1 see 
so 
many of the illustrious going down un- 
der this temptation, it makes me think 
of the red dragon spoken of in Kevola- 
tion, with seven heads and ten 
horns 
and seven 
crowns, 
drawing a third 
part 
of 
the 
stars of Heaven 
down 
after him. 
The lobbies of the legisla- 
tures of this country control the cotin- 
try. 
The land is drunk with briberj', 


"Oh," says some one, "there's no need 
of talking against bribery by promise or 
by dollars, because every man has his 
price." I do not believe it. 
Even heath- 
enism and the dark ages have furnished 
specimens of incorruptibility. 
A cadi 
of Smyrna had a case brought before 
him on trial. 
A man gave him five hun- 
dred ducats in bribery. 
The c ase came 
on. 
The briber 
had i»any witnesses. 
The poor man on the other 'side had no 
witnesses. 
At the close of the case the 
cadi said: "This poor mnu has no wit- 
nesses, he thinks; I shall produce in his 
behalf five hundred 
witnesses against 
the other side," 
And then pulling out 
the bag of ducats from under the otto- 
man, he dashed it down at the feet of 
the briber, saying, "I give my decision 
against you. 
Epaminondas, offered a 
bribe, said: 
"I will do this thing if it be 
right, and if it be wrong all your goods 
cannot persuade me," Fabricius of the 
Koman senate was offered a bribe by 
Pyrrhus 
of Macedón. 
Fabricius 
an- 
swered, "What an example this would be 
to the Boman 
people; you keep your 
riches and I will keep my poverty 
and 
renntatiop," 


(the President of the American Con- 
gress during the American Bevolution, 
Gen. Reed, was offered ten thousand 
gaineas by foreign commissioners if he 
would betray this country. 
He replied: 
"Gentlemen, I am a very poor man, but 
tell your King he is not rich enough to 
buy me," But why,go so far, when you 
and I, if we move in honorable society, 
know men and women who by all the 
ooncentrated force of earth and hell 
conld not be bribed. 
They would no 
more be biibed than yon would think of 
tempting an angel of light to exchange 
Heaven for the pit. 
To offer a bribe is 
villainy, but it is a very poo»- compli- 
ment to the man to whom it is offered. 


Í have not much faith in those people 
who so about bragging bow much they 
could get if 
they would only sell out. 
Those women who complain that they 
are very often insulted seed to under- 
stand that there is something in their 
carriage to invite insult. There are mon 
at Albany and at Harrisburg and at 
Washington who would no more be ap- 
proached by a bribe than a pirate boat 
with a few cutlasses would darete attack 
a British man-of-war with two banks of 
i 
uns on each side loaded to the touch 
ole. 
They are incorruptible men, and 
they are the few men who are to save the 
city and save the land. 
Meanwhile, my 
advice is l o all people to keep out of 
Dolitios ttulssp you sr« invulnerable to 
Ibis stj,ls of tsmptation. 
Indeed, if you

you need religions 
but the grade of 


ehuroli, and if the greater la antboritj, 
then eeitainly the less. 


My charts also to parents is, remem- 
ber that this evil of bribery often begins 
in the home circle and in the nursery. 
Do not bribe the children. 
Teach them 
to do that which is right, and not be- 
cause of the 10 cents or the orange yon 
will give them. 
There is a great differ- 
ence between rew.arding 
virtue 
and 
making the profits thereof the impelling 
motive. That man who is honest,merely 
because "honesty is the best policy," is 
already a moral bankrupt. 


My charge is to you, in all depart- 
ments of life, stear clear of bribery, all. 
of you. 
Every man and woman at some' 
time will be tempted to do wrong for 
.compensation. 
The bribe may not be 
•offered in money. 
It may be offered in 
social position. 
Let us remember that 
there is a day coming when the most se- 
cret transaction of private life and of 
public life will come up for public re- 
prehension. We cannot bribe Death, we 
ci'nnot bribe sickness, we cannot bribe 
the grave, we cannot bribe the judg- 
ments of that God who thunders against 
this sin, 


"Fie!" said Cardinal Beaufort, "fio! 
can't Death be hired? is money nothing? 
must I die, and so rich? if the owning of 
the whole realm would save me, I could 
get it by policy or by 
purchase—by 
money." 
No, Death would not be hired 
then; he will not be hired now. Men of 
the Vorld often regret that they have to 
leave their money hero when they go 
away from the world. 
You can tell from 
what they say in their last hoiirs that 
one of their chief sorrows is that they 
have to leave their money. 
I break that 
delusion. 
I tell that bribe-taker that he 
will take his money with him, 
God will 
wrap it up in your shroud, or put it in 
the palm of your hand in resurrection, 
and there it will lie, not the cool, bright, 
shining gold as it was on the day when 
you sold your vote aud yonr moral prin- 
ciple, but there it will lie. a hot metal, 
burning and consuming your hand for- 
ever. 
Or, if there be enough of it for a 
chain, then it will fall from the 
wrist 
clanking the fetters of an eternal cap- 
tivity. 
The bribe is an everlasting pos- 
session. 
You take it for time, you take 
it for eternity. 
Some day in the next 
world, when you are lougiug for sym- 
pathy, you will feel on your cheek a 
kiss. . Looking up you will find it to be 
Judas, who took thirty pieces of silver 
as a bribe and 
finished 
the bargain by 
])Utting an infamous kiss on the pure 
cheek of bis divine Master. 


Another wrong use of money is seen 
iu the abuse of trust innd.i. 
Every man 
dxiring the course of his life, on a larger 
or smaller scale, has the propert}' of 
others committed to his keeping. 
He is 
so far a safety depo.,it, ho is nn admin- 
istrator, and holds in his hand the in- 
terest of the family of a deceased friend. 
Or he is an attorney, and through 
his 
custody 
goes the payment from debtor 
to creditor, or he is the collector for a 
business hoase which compensates him 
for the responsibility; or he is a treas- 
urer for a charitable institution and he 
holds alms contributed for the suffering; 
or he is an official of the city or the State 
or the nation, and taxes, and subsidies, 
and salaries, 
aud supplies are in his 
keeping. 
It is as solejim a trust as (iod 
can make it. 
It is concentred and mul- 
tipliotl confidences. 
On that man de- 
pends the support of a bereft household, 
or the morals of 
dependents, 
or 
the 
right movement of a thousand wheels of 
social nuchunism. 
A man may do what 
he will with bis own, but he who abuses 
trust funds, iu that one act 
commits 
theft, falsehood, perjury, aud bcomes, 
in all the inteusity of tl'.c word, a mis- 
creant. 
How many widows and ori)hans 
tliere are with nothing 
between 
them 
and starvation 
but a sewing-machine, 
or held up out of tlie vortex of de.-struc- 
tion simi)ly by the thread of a needle, 
red with their own heart's blood, who a 
little while ago had, by father and hus- 
band, left them a competency. 
What is 
the matter? 
The administrators or the 
execTitors have sacrificed 
it—running 
risks with it that they would not 
have 
dared to encounter iu their own private 
affairs. 
How often it is that a man will 
earn a livelihood by the sweat of his 
brow, and then die, and within a few 
months all the estate p!oes into the stock 
gambling rai)ids of Wall street. 
How 
often it is that you have known the man 
to whom trust funds were 
committed 
taking them out of tlie savings bank aud 
trust 
con)}'auies. 
and 
administrators, 
turning old liomesteads into hard cash, 
and then putting the entire estate into 
the 
vortex of speculation. 
En)bezzle- 
ment is an easy word to pronounce, but 
it has ten thousand 
ramifications of 
horror. 


There is not a city that has not 
suf- 
fered from the abuse of trust funds. 
Where is the court-house, or the 
city 
hall, or the jail, or the ))ostoffice, or the 
hospital, that iu the building of it has 
not liad a political job? 


Long before the new court-house in 
New York City was ci>mi)lf'ted, it cost 
over -S12,I)0().(MI(). Five million six hun- 
dred and sixty-three thousand 
dollars 
for furniture! 
For {»lastering and re- 
])airs. S2,."{70,00(>. 
For plumbing and gas 
works, !^1,231,817. 
For awnings, 
55:1. 
The bills for three mouths coming 
to the nice little sum of ¿;i:{,151,l!»H.;i"J. 
Thero was not au honest brick, or stone, 
or lath, or nail, or foot of plumbing, or 
iirch of plastering, or inkstand, or door 
knob in the v. hole establishment. 


That bad exami)U! was followed 
in 
many of the cities, which did not steal 
quite so much because there was not so 
much to steal. 
Thero ought to be a 
closer iusi)ection and there ought to be 
less opportunity for embezzlement. Lest 
a man shall take a 5-cent piece that does 
not belong to him, the conductor on the 
city horse car must sound his bell at 
every pavement, aud be very cautions 
about small otfensea, but give plenty of 
opportunity for sinners on a large scale 
to escape. 
For a boy who steals a loaf 
of bread from a corner grocer to keep 
his mother from starving to death, a 
prison; but for defraudei-s who abscond 
with half a million of dollars, a castle 
on the Khine, or, waiting until the of- 
fense is forgotten, then a castle on the 
Hudson! 


Another remark needs tobe made, and 
that is that people ought not to go into 
places, into business, or into positions 
where the temptation is mightier than 
their character. 
If there be large sums 
of money to be huudled aud the man is 
not sure of his own integrity yon have 
no right to run anunseaworthy craft into 
an euroclydon. 
A man can tell by the 
sense of weakness or strength in the 
E 
resence of a bad opportunity whether 
e is in a safe place. How many parents 
make au awful mistake when they put 
their joys in banking houses and stores 
and shops and factories and places of 
solemn trusts, without once discussing 
whether they can endure the temptation.

You have a solemn 
trust that God has given you. 
In this

them back, or, if you have so hopelessly 
involved them that you cannot put them 
back, confess the whole thing to those 
whom yo.u have wronged, and you will 
sleep better nights, and you will have 
the better chance for your soul. 
What 
a sad thing it would be if, after you are 
dead, your administrator should 
find 
out from the account books, or from the 
lack of vouchers, that you were not only 
bankrupt in estate, but that you lost 
your soul. 
If all the trust funds that 
have been misappropriated should sud- 
denly fly to their owners, aud all the 
property that has been purloined should 
suddenly go back to its owners, it would 
crash into ruin every city in America.
